NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—Capt. Karl 
Boy-Ed, the recalled German naval 
attache; Col. Edward M. House, Presi- 
dent Wilson's special emissary, and 
Brand Whitlock, American Minister 
at Brussels, boarded the steamship 
Rotterdam within a few minutes of 
each other today, and sailed for Eu- 
rope shortly after 2 o’clock. 

Col. House and Mr. Whitlock were 
uncommunicative, but Capt. Boy-Ed 
gave out a written statement in which 
he denounced what he characterized 
as “the reckless utterances of an ir- 
responsible press,“ and predicted that 
the American government would “in 
pelf-defense” some day find it neces- 
sary to curb such utterances. 

Col. House said he would visit the 
American embassies at London, Paris 
and Berlin, and possibly Vienna. Con- 
cerning the object of his mission, he 
said he had nothing to add to his pre- 
vious statement in which he declared 
that his trip would in no way be a 
peace mission, but that he was going 
at the request of President Wilson 
and Secretary Lansing fully to inform 
various American diplomats as to the 
precise attitude of this government. 
— House was accompanied by his 
wife. 

Mr. Whitlock and his wife reached 
the pier some time before the vessel 
sailed, and the crowd that surround- 


ed them was so large and demonstra- 


tive that it was necessary for a police- 
man to escort the pair down the pier 
to the gangplank. 


WHITLOCK BETTER. 
“I feel much better than when I 
came home,” said Mr. Whitlock. “I

Capt. Boy-Ed drove to the pier, and 
as soon as he alighted from his tax!i- 
cab he was surrounded by a large 
crowd and a policeman was called to 
escort him to the gangplank, where a 
number of German friends were wait- 
ing. After handing out his statement 
and shaking hands with his friends 
the captain hurried on board. 

There was some delay in the sailing 
of the Rotterdam owing to the close 
examination of the passports and the 
ship’s manifest by the Dutch Consul- 
General's office. 


BOY-ED’S STATEMENT. 


Capt. Boy-Ed issued the following 
statement just before sailing. 

„Before this terrific war broke out 
I had the great fortune of having 
served almost two and a half years for 
my Emperor as naval attache to the 
German Embassy at Washington. 
Those years belong not only to the 
most interesting but also to the most 
pleasant in my life. I am particular- 
ly thankful for the rare comradeship 
of the Amierican navy that I have 
been permitted to enjoy, due to the 
kindness of its gallant and amiable 
officers. 

“The great cordial hospitality which 
is so proverbial fur Americans and 
which was extendea also to me from 
the very first day of my arrival in the 
United States, I can never forget.

AVAL ACADEMY 
FOR SAN DIEGO. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Dec. 28.—There is some pos- 
sibility that San Diego may realize 
her ambition to have a United States 
naval academy on the site of and in 
some of the bulldings of the exposi- 
tion. 

The increasing building programme 
for the navy, contemplated by ad- 
ministration plans, ultimately win 
necessitate the establishment of a 
second naval academy, in the opinion 
of Secretary Daniels. When that time 
comes, he said today, the Pacific Coast 
would be the logical place for the new 
institution. Secretary Daniel's rec- 
ommendations to Congress call for 
increasing the undergraduate body at 
Annapolis to the full 1200 capacity 
of the institution. That will take care 
of the first increment of new junior 
officers necessary for the proposed in- 
creases of tne fleet. 

Mr. Daniels said, however, that if 
there were no international disarma- 
ment agreement at the close of the 
European war and the United States 
were to continue battleship building 
on a competitive basis, a new academy 
to turn out increasing numbers of 
naval officers would be necessary. He 
felt, he said, that the present institu- 
tion should not be called upon to deal 
with more than 1200 men in order 
to obtain the best results. 

Senator Phelan and Representative 
Kent of California were preparing 
billg for a Pacific Coast academy, the 
Secretary said, and had talked the 
matter over with him, although the 
question of site was not gone into. 


KING ADMITS 
HIS GREATNESS. 
ORFGON DEMOCRAT ISSUES AU- 


TOBIOGRAPHY THAT PROVES 
ALL HE CLAIMS,

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Dec. 28.—In a pamphlet of ex- 
pensive brown paper in embossed type, 
William Rufus King of Oregon, chief 
counsel of the Reclamation Service of 
the Department dt the Interior, has 


just published an autobiography which 
has evoked the admiration of the en- 
tire Democratic administration. The 
pamphlet reached the hands of most 
Democratic politicians today, and they 
read with interest that Mr. King be- 
lieves himself to be not only one of 
President Wilson's closest advisers, 
but one of the foremost constitutional 
lawyers of the United States. 

With a touch of pathos Mr. King 
dwells upon the early hardships of his 
life, explaining with a rare gift for 
circumstantiality how he once became 
involved in an altercation with a fel- 
low traveler on a lonely highway, and 
apparently, as an exponent of William 
Jennings gone philosophy, galloped 
off at fast speed. 

Until the pamphlet, which this 
Democratic official has written about 
himself was circulated today to many 
officials in Washington, very few per- 
sons knew that one of the greatest 
men in the country was hiding his 
light under a bushel as chief counsel 
of the Reclamation Service. But lest 
there be any misunderstanding of his 
altruistic purposes, Mr. King explains 
in his autobiography that he has been 
very anxious — serve his country in 

udicial capacity.

Andrew 
Furuseth, president of the Interna- 
tional Seamen's Union, which worked 
for the passage of the measure, de- 
clared it would not injure ship owners 
seriously, though he said it had not 
been in operation long enough to de- 
termine just what would be the ulti- 
mate effect. 
SHIP, OWNERS ABSENT. 

Space on a programme allotted to 
representatives of steamship associa- 
tions was left vacant and delegates 
emphasized the fact that while the 
ship owners objected to the law, none 
would accept an invitation to oppose 
it before their society.

Edward T. Devine, chairman of a 
special commission, which drafted a 
heaith insurance bill, said the pro- 
posal had met with immediate appro- 
val from all classes interested, and 
annouti¢ed that the American Medical

WILSON APPEARS. 

Secretary Wilson of the Department 
of Labor appeared before the conven- 
tion unexpectedly today and joined 
earnestly in defense of the seamen's 
law. He emphasized its humanitarian 
features and declared it had achieved 
for the American seaman the first 
step toward real freedom. 

At tonight’s session the retiring 
president, Prof. Henry R. Sehger, of 
Columbia University, delivered his an- 
nual address.

AFT FAVORS 
COLLEGE DRILLS. 


DECLARES STUDENTS WOULD 
MAKE EXCELLENT OFFICERS, 


Former President Believes 
First Two Years in School 
Embrace Military Training, Which 
Would Eliminate the Slouch and 
Stoop of Average Undergraduate, 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.— Former 
President William H. Taft, who spoke 
on “College Athletics” at the annual 
convention of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association in this city to- 
night, declared himself in favor of 
military drills for the college stugent 
during the first two years of under- 
graduate life. 

In reply to questions asked at the 
close of his address regarding mili- 
tary preparedness. he expressed the 
opinion that college students would 
prove excellent material from which 
to develop army officers, and that 
officers were the principal need of the 
army today. Mr. Taft said all the 
nations of the world found it difficult 
to meet the demand for officers. 
Even the German army’s lack of offi- 
| cers was one of its greatest draw- 
backs. 

Mr. Taft pointed out that while 


West Point was doing excellent work 
in this direction, there was still room 
for the development of a larger num- 
ber of graduates of the West Point 
type each ver. While the general 
impression appeared to be that the 
United States Military Academy 
nually turned out enough officers for 
the needs of the army, Mr. Taft said 
this was not entirely correct. The 
addition of several bulldings to the 
present group would almost double 
the capacity of the academy, while 
giving appointive power to the Secre- 
tary of War would help fill vacancies 
in the corps where candidates ap- 
proved by Congressmen failed to pass 
the examinations and other appoint- 
ments were not immediately made. 
Mr. Taft also said that in his opin- 
fon military drills in the colleges 
would have a marked effect upon the 
carriage and general appearance of 
the undergraduates. It would elim- 
inate the slouch and stoop of the 
average student, in addition to up- 
bullding his phvsical condition. 


MOLASSES TANK ADRIFT.

that it may never become necessary 
to put the measure in operation. 
MAY BE SUDDEN RUSH. 


Should the week intervening before 
the introduction of the bill show such 
a sudden rush of recruiting as to 
justify the hope that i would be un- 
necessary to resort to compulsion 
there will be a great chance for the 
Cabinet to preserve its unity. Premier 
Asquith has always shown a remark- 
able faculty of holding his Cabinet to- 
gether, and it would not be surpris- 
ing to find that the mere threat of 
compulsion would have the effect of 
dispersing all of the government's dif- 
ficulties in this respect. 

Reginald McKenna, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer; Walter Runciman, 
president of the Board of Trade, and 
the labor minister, Arthur Hender- 
son, are regarded as the most likely 
to resign. Other known opponents of 
compulsion are Louis Harcourt, Sir 
John A. Simon, Thomas McKinnon 
Wood and Sir Stanley O. Buckmaster. 
The fact that Premier Asquith has 
been able to make the momentous 
announcement that, in his opinion, the 
time had arrived when steps should 
be taken to prepare for conscription, 
however, must have had an enormous 
effect upon the most determined of. 
the supporters of the voluntary plan, 
and it is believed that there will, at 
the most, only be a few resignations. 

IRISH OPPOSITION. 


In the House of Commons the bill 
is almost certain to meet a decided 
opposition from the Irish and Labor 
members. The Irish opposition is so 
passionate that there are even rumors 
that Ireland will be deliberately ex- 
cluded from the operations of the 
contemplated bill. The Labor party, 
while it is distinctly anti-conscrip- 
tionist, so far hag not actually bound 
its representatives in Parliament and 
in the Cabinet on, the question, and, 
although Arthur Henderson and two 
other Labor ministers, William Brace 
and George Roberts, regard them- 
selves as committed definitely to the 
voluntary policy, the attitude of the 
party may possibly undergo a modifi- 
cation in view of the opinion that the 
Premier is supporting the military 
authorities and that the circum- 
stances make compulsion urgent. 
Much will depend upon the effect of 
the Premier’s exposition of the situa- 
tion and the revelation of Lord Der- 
by’s recruiting figures next week. Un- 
til then no resignations are likely to 
be presented. 

It is understood that all proposals 
to give the Derby scheme another 
trial for a fortnight were firmly op- 
posed by Lord Derby himself on the 
ground that it would only postpone, 
not solve, the problem. In this view 
Lord Derby was supported by the 
Premier himself. Moreover, informa- 
tion has been given to the Cabinet at 
its last two meetings that single men 
failing to respond in sufficient num- 
bers had much to do with what must 
be regarded as the conversion of the 
Cabinet to the compulsory policy. 

The same reasons which induced 
the acquiescence of the Cabinet in the 
compulsion policy, so alien to English 
ideals, may be expected to have a 
similar effect on Parliament and the 
nation, and hence little is to be heard 
of the likelihood of an appeal to the 
country by a general election. 

Sensational press reports of the 
Cabinet situation aroused such an un- 
usual public interest that the police 
were forced repeatedly to clear Down- 
ing street of the crowds. 

In the absence of any official state- 
ments it is difficult to say how se- 


j|rious is the present Cabinet situation. 


The members maintain the appear- 
ance of outward calm, and it is be- 
lieved that the difficulty is more a 
matter of deciding on methods and de- 
tails than a radical difference on basic 


principles. 
PRESS DIVIDED. 


The press again has divided itself 
into two groups, which may most 
readily be defined as for and against 
the government. The latter group in- 
sists that the Cabinet is hopelessly 
divided and must surely split on the 
situation created bv the results of the 
Derby scheme, while the former group 
declares that the alleged crisis is 
largely the product of excited agita- 
tion led by the Northcliffe press, and 
that such differences as exist in the 
Cabinet are still capable of being 
merged into a common policy if the 
task is not made impossible by out- 
side agitators. 

Many persons believe that the truth 
probably lies somewhere in the mid- 
dle ground between these two views. 
It is admitted that difficulties have 
arisen in connection with the Derby 
figures; that in certain parts of the 
country single men have not enrolled 
in such numbers as would warrant an 


impartial tribunal in declaring that. 


only a negligible percentage remain 
outside. 
ASQUITH’S PLEDGE. 

Premier Asquith’s pledge, as stated 
in an open letter to Earl Derby, stands 
good, and the Cabinet is agreed it 
must be fulfilled in the letter and 
spirit. For the government knows full 
well that the Premier’s unequivocal] 
pledge to the married men was the 
sole reason for the wholesale response 
of the married men. Up to the mo- 
ment of that declaration the married 
men held back, but as soon as Mr. 
Asquith’s pledge was given they 
stepped forward in numbers which 
were a surprise even to Lord Derby. 

In view of Premier Asquith's recent 
announcement in the House of Com- 
mons that a genera) election in the 
present circumstances would be a na- 
tional calamity, no one except those 
oattling expressly for or against com- 
pulsory service with any weapon that 
comes to hand, gives credence to the 
suggestion that no prepondering sec- 
tion of the Cabinet will support any 
such solution at this time with fully 
one-third of the voters of the country 
in the fighting line. 

According to official announcement 
this evening, no statement respecting 
the attitude of the Cabinet may be 
looked for for some days and it is not 
likely that Premier Asquith will make 
his promised announcement to the 
House before January 6. .

AUSTRIAN DIVER 
SUNK LACIOTAT. 


Submarine Crew Jeers Mo- 
men Struggling in Water. 


Sinking of Ship Arouses 
Feeling in Japan. 


Swedish Steamer Nereus is 
Tor pedoed by Germans. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. b.] 

LONDON, Dec. 28. — The subma- 
rine which appeared on the surface 
shortly after the French steamer Ville 
de la Ciotat was torpedoed off the 
island of Crete flew the Austrian flag, 
according to a dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company from Malta today. 

“It is learned from survivors,” says 
the dispatch, “that the vessel was off 
Crete on her way from Japan for 
Marseilles, when at 10 o'clock on the 


slightest warning, she was shaken by 
a terrific explosion, following which 
a submarine appeared flying the Aus- 
trian flag. There were on board 263 
passengers, for the most part French, 
among whom were thirteen children 
and a number of women, and thirteen 


being chiefly Lascars. 

“Following the explosion there was 
a terrible inrush of water through a 
big hole in the stern, yet there Was no 
panic. The passengers gathered on 
deck, showing the greatest coolness. 
Five boats and two rafts were re- 
leased. One of the boats, loaded with 
women and children, capsized and all 
in it were drowned, and another boat 
was smashed against the vessel’s side. 

“Before the rest on board were able 
to leave, the vessel took her final 
plunge, to which a majority of the 
deaths were due. : 

“Passengers say that a Dutch and 
Greek steamer were in sight just pre- 
vious to the torpedoing and therefore 
they believe that one of them shel- 
tered the submarine. The steamers 
disappeared after the torpedoing. 

“The submarine, according to the 
accounts of these passengers, re- 
mained on the scene until the tor- 
pedoed boat sank and then circled 


around the lifeboats, calling in a 
jeering manner: “There is a British 
steamer behind you; she pick 


vou up.“ 

“Two hours later the steamer Meros 
picked up the survivors and brought 
them to Malta, although she had in- 
sufficient food and accommodations 
for 238 extra passengers. 

“Among the lost were six first-class 
and twenty-nine steerage passengers, 
including some Senegalese and twenty- 
two white and twenty-three Lascars, 
members of the crew. 

“One survivor relates that the sub- 
marine picked up two persons strug- 
gling in the water and placed them 
on a raft.” 

JAPS ARE AROUSED. 

[BY PACIFIC CABLE.} 

TOKIO, Dec. 28.—The sinking of 
the French steamship Ville de la Cio- 
tat has intensified the feeling aroused 
in Japan by the torpedoing of the 
Japanese liner Yasa ru. 

Advices received here corroborate 
previous reports that the Yasaka 
Maru was sunk without warning. The 
Japan Mail Steamship Company's 
agent at Port Said reports that three 
times the usual number of lookouts 
were on duty and that they saw noth- 
ing before the explosion occurred.

ASPECT OF A CRISIS. 


The situation, after being dormant 
nearly two weeks, is again beginning 
to take on the aspect of a crisis. The 
status of the negotiations of the 
the submarine 
warfare against merchantmen, not 
with Austria alone, but with the Teu- 
tonic powers as allies, is commanding 
attention. Although Germany has 
given the United States assurances 
that she will conform to the principle 
of visit and search before attack, of- 
ficials believe the practices against 
which the United States so vigorously 
contended are being carried on now 
by her ally, Austria. It has been 
charged that the Austrian subma- 
rines are in some instances furnished 
by Germany, and are sometimes offi- 
cered and manned by members of the 
German navy. Such a situation, it is 
being pointed out, amounts to practi- 
cally a defeat of the submarine nego- 
tiations with Germany. Furthermore, 
the impasse in the Lusitania negotla- 
tions becomes a factor in the situation. 
It is admitted that the United States 
scarcely can require Augtria to con- 
duct submarine warfare in its rela- 
tion to the rights of neutrals in a 
manner different from that permitted 
to Germany. 1 

GERMANY’S ADMISSION, 


Germany has admitted her obliga- 
tion not to sink liners without giving 
warning, and making provision for 
the safety of passengers and crew pro- 
viding there was no resistance. 
far, no agreement has been reached 
as to the exact meaning of the word 
liners. The Germans hold it applica- 
ble to vessela carrying passengers 
alone and plying between certain 
ports on regular schedule. The State 
Department view has been that the 
term includes any merchant ship be 
longing to a regular steamship line. 

The demand of the United States 
upon Austria in connection with the 
Ancona case is broader than any Ger 
man admission, being based upon the 
contention that international law, The 
Hague conventions and the Declara. 
tion of London all require warning 
before sinking a vessel, and the aa 
surances of the safety of the passen- 
gers and crew, even when the vessel 
is of belligerent ownership, and where 
she does not comply with German 
ideas of the term liner. The Austrian 
government has not admitted any such 
obligations and recent events in the 
Mediterranean indicate that her sub- 
marine commanders are sinking mer- 
chantmen without warning and with- 
out inquiry as to whether they carry 
neutral passengers. 

NO EXPLANATION ; 

So far no explanation beyond that 

of military necessity has been of 
fered for this violation of what the 
State Department regards as the 
elementary principles of international 
flaw and of humane warfare. 
Unless the expected note from that 
government should amount to a sud 
den and total severance of all diple- 
matic relations, it is expected in ofmfi- 
cial quarters that the Austrian For- 
eien Office will seek to justify ite 
methods, nerhaps adopting one of the 
original German contentions in the 
Lusitania case, that the appearance of 
the submarine as a weapon of war 
has introduced new problems and not 
only justified, but demanded a de- 
parture from the old rules.

Without 
commenting upon the arguments that 
had been given for and against the 
motions he ruled that the case should 
be submitted to the jury on the facts 
as applied to each and all the de- 
fendants. The court also denied the 
motion to strike out the government's 
testimony on the so-called Metropoli- 
tan Steamship deal, which chiefly in- 
volved Edward D. Robbins, former 
general counsel of the road, but which 
the government contends implicates 
the other defendants also. The court 
said, however, that in respect to this 
motion his dental carried no prejudice 
against its renewal at a later date. 

Without attempting to outline to 
the jury what they intended to prove, 
the attorneys for the defendants then 
began the presentation of their side of 
the case, which it was said, would oo- 
cupy less than three days. 

ROCKEFELLER ILL. 


An excuse for not calling William 
Rockefeller was given on the stand 
today by his physician, Walter 8. 
Chappelle, who said that the aged 
millionaire was ill and that the ordeal 
would seriously endanger his life. He 
explained that his patient, afflicted 
with throat trouble, was subject to 
spasms of the epiglottis when under 
strain or excitement, or when suffer- 
ing fro a cold. Mr. Rockefeller, 
who has not attended court since early 
last week, has had a cold since, the 
physician testified.

In his testimony, Mr. Ledyard placed 
upon the shoulders of Charles S. Mel- 
len, a former president of the New 
Haven, the responsibility for the acts 
which the witness approved as a di- 
rector.

The Dynamite Trial. 


THIRTEENTH IN 
THE JURY BOX. 


Talesman has Breakdown and 
Another Takes Seat. 


Telltale Evidence is Driven 
Home by Prosecutor, 


Schmidt Flushes as Extreme 
Penalty is Demanded. 


Believed to be the victim of 
psychothenia, having a constant dread 
of falling whenever he abcends to a 
high elevation, Frank D. Pease, a re- 
tired merchant of Alhambra, one of 
the jurors in the Schmidt case, was 
excused from further duty by Judge 
Willis yesterday morning. His place 
Was taken by E. S. Rowley, capitalist 
and real estate investor of this city, 
who was selected for such an emer- 
gency at the outset of the trial. 5 

Three physicians made a careful 
diagnosis of Mr. Pease’s condition and 
in their report to Judge Willis said the 
juror is suffering from a nervous 
breakdown and that further duty as 
a juror would be prejudicial to his 
health. The physicians who signed 
the report are Drs. F. J. Boody, Al- 
hambra, and Ceci] Reynolds and F. W. 
Steddam of this city. 

Discovery of the juror’s illness in- 
terrupted the progress of the trial, 
there being no morning session. 
Counsel for the defense at first re- 
sisted the displacement of Mr. Pease. 
It had been stated that the juror al- 
ways experienced fear when on a high 
altitude and that dally trips to the 
eighth floor of the Hall of Records and 
constant looking out of windows from 
that elevation contributed to the 
breakdown. 

Attorney Coghlan recommended that 
the trial be transferred to a room on 
the ground floor but this suggestion 
Was not entertained after the physi- 
cians made their official report. Dr. 
A. W. Hiller of the Receiving Hospi- 
tal staff sald last night that victims 
of psychothenia often have a dread 
of altitudes, holes in the ground, 
large, empty rooms, darkness and 
other things.

BAR DICE, SAYS JUDGE: 
No, SAYS PROSECUTOR. 


Shaking for Cigars and Other Things Against Law, 
Says Ruling from the Superior Court Bench—City 
Ordinance and People’s Vote Protect the Merchandise 


Game, Avers Williams. 


UPERIOR JUDGE HOUSER 
handed down an opinion yester- 
day which places the ban on all 

dice shaking for merchandise, mean- 
ing “twenty-six” games and others 
popular at practically every cigar 
counter in Los Angeles. 

City Prosecutor Williams says the 
opinion has no effect whatever on 
these games because a city’ ordinance 
specifically permits games of “twenty- 
six” and some others, and the people 
have voted on this ordinance. 

The opinion from the Superior 
Court will throw a scare into the to- 
bacconists, cigar counter proprietors 
and others who have found the dice 
box an indispensable adjunct to their 
business, because of the large percen- 
tage of profit it brings them. Reading 
along a bit farther, they may find 
solace in what the City Prosecutor 
says. 

At the same time there's no telling 
what the effect of a test case in the 


city might be.

KELP CUTTING. 


REGULATION SO AS TO SHELTER 
FISH IS OBJECT OF THE 
SUPERVISORS. 


— 


Clipping kelp has become a very 
important Southern California indus- 
try, as evidenced by the appearance 
of numerous kelp farmers before the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday morn- 
ing when the matter of framing an 
ordinance regarding this business was 
brought wp. Representatives of the 
Long Beach Chamber of Commerce, 
officials of the American Potash Com- 
pany and others interested in kelp 
cutting formed a large delegation 
which protested against being forced 
out of the business. 

Different systems of kelp cutting 
were explained, after which the board 
ordered a new ordinance drafted cov- 
ering the work. This will prohibit 
cutting of more than six feet of the 
seaweed at one time, in order to pre- 
vent disturoance of fish that may be 
propagating in the beds. It wiil also 
indicate the territory in Los Angeles 
county in which the industry may be 
carried on. 

There were numerous protests 
against permitting the. cutting of the 
seaweed, which is valuable because 
of the potash it contains. One of 
these came almost as a voice from 
the grave, having been written by the 
late Charies Frederick Holder, Pasa- 
dena naturalist, who explained the 
spawning of fish in the kelp beds and 
decried their destruction in such a 
wey. He also suggested that driving 
the fish away from Southern Califor- 
nia waters would result in a greater 
loss than could ever overcome the 
gain by the potash industry. In this 
he referred to a discontinuance of 
the coming of tourists from all parts 
of the world to catch the famous 
game fish that have for many years 
had their haunts in the vicinity of 
Catalina Island.

TIME FOR SISTERHOOD. 


Piea for Broader Sympathy Among 
Women for Welfare of Young Girls. 
Helpful Legislation. 

“A great deal has been said about 
the brotherhood of man,“ said Miss 
Orfa Jean Shontz, referee of the 
Juvenile Court, before the lowa As- 
sociation at Christopher's last eve- 
ning, “but the time has come to 
think about the sisterhood of wom- 
en. I would like to have every wom- 
an in this country feel personally re- 
sponsible for the welfare of the young 
girls; mothers should know not only 
what their daughters are doing, but 
they should aid in the work of help- 
ing other girls. 

“The chiet cause for the wayward- 
ness of young giris is lack of parental 
control. Yoo many mothers fall to 
keep tab on the friends of their 
young daughters or to eld them 
from temptation. Too often they do 
not know where their daughters are 
or what company they keep. If 
mothers kept a stricter guard over 
their daughters the evil we encounter 
in our juvenile work would be les- 
sened.” 

California, she said, is well in the 
lead in juvenile legislation. The State 
has dropped “delinquent” and “de- 
pendent” from its juvenile court laws, 
thereby relieving juveniles of the odi- 
um attaching to those terms. It has 
provided for a woman referee who 
hears the pitiful stories of wayward 
girls, relieving them of discussing with 
men delicate matters concerning their 
conduct. 

Twenty-seven States, she stated. 
have amended their laws relative to 
dependent children during this year; 
eighteen States have improved their 
treatment of delinquents; sixteen 
States strengthened their child labor 
laws; fourteen States interested 
themselves in the needs of mentally- 
defective or feeble-minded children; 
nine States amended or for the first 
time enacted playground laws.

This is especially true 
of oll stocks. The crisis in the British 
Cabinet put a damper to speculative trad- 
ing, but investment buying continues. The 
railroad situation is steadily improving, 
blockades being lessened in many sections. 
Tonnage is greater than ever before in 
the history of the country. 

¢Abroad:) During December the Reichs- 
bank gained $39,000 marks in gold stocks, 
while deposits increased 280,000,000 marks.

F JAPAN SHOULD ATTACK AUSTRIA. 
Suppose, as an outcome of the sinking 
of the Yasaka Maru, Japan should declare 
war against Austria. Japan has a trained 
and immediately available army of 1,387,032 
soldiers and an unorganized force available 
_ for duty of 7,921,780 men. Japan has a nav; 
of 164 vessels big and little, with 47,289 men, 
while Austria has but 144 vessels, with 
27,000 men. On the seas Japan is the su 
perior of Austria. | 
On the land Japan has an immense ad- 
' vantage. She can in two or three weeke 
dend a millior soldiers, equipped with im- 
proved arms, by rail from Viadivostok 
across Siberia and Central and Southern 
Russia, to the Austrian frdntier near Lem- 
_ berg, or Cracow, or to the Turkish frontier 
near the mouth of the Danube, or to the 
German cities on the Baltic. Japan could 
reach Austria or Germany or Turkey readily 
dy land, while it would be impossible for 
either of these powers, or all of them com- 
‘bined, to reach Japan either by land or sea. 


It bas always been a part of interna 
tional law that, although a neutral nation. 
cannot, as a nation, sell arms and muni- 
tions, or loan money to a belligerent, yet 
the people of a nation have a lawful right 
to do what its government has no right 
to do. 

An effort was made at the London confer- 
ence to extend to subjects or citizens of a 
neutral nation the prohibition on supplying 
belligerents with arms which' rests ypon the 
nation itself This effort fail largely 
through the efforts of Germany, which pow- 
er was looking out for the interests of her 
Krupp factories. 

Yet, notwithstanding the law of nations 
permits our Citizens to sell arms and mu- 
nitions to the warring nations, and they in- 
vade neither international nor statute law 
in doing so, such traffic is not consistent 
with fair and impartial neutrality. 

. Presidert Grant, in January, 1871, after 
the Franco-Prussian war had begun, signed 
an embargo on the shipment of arms. 

President Taft, in 1912, and President 
Wilson, in 1913. while war was in progress 
in Mexico, placed an embareo on sending 
munitions of war to that country. 

At the time of the Spanish-American war 
the British government warned British sub- 
jects against unneutral acts, among which 
were enumerated the supplying of arms, 
ammunition, military stores or materials. 
Discretionary power was conferred by act 
of Parliament on the British crown to for. 
bid the export of arms and ammunition to 
_ belligerents. 

During our war with Spain our Minister 
to Berlin protested against the sale of arms 
and munitions to that country, and the Ger- 
man government promptly stopped the 
traffic 

It is true that without the authority of 
an act of Congress President Wilson has 
not authority to embargo exportation of 
arms But it is also true that Congress 
could speedily invest him with such author- 
ity if it were so minded, and if it will listen 
to the voice of the people instead of the

Great Britain has thirty-three dreadnaughts 
and we have eighteen. If we build eighteen 
more should Great Britain find it necessary 
to build thirty-three more in order to pre- 
serve the present relative proportions? 
That an increase of army or navy on the 
part of a European power should make it 
desirable or even n for Great Britain 
to increase her own army and navy in order

RECKING AN EMPIRE. 

If the professional: agitator of British 
organized labor has his way, the world will 
witness the most callous and deliberate 
wrecking of a great empire that history has 
yet vouchsafed. 

Britain’s real foes are within her gates, 
her own pampered children, the labor-union- 
ites upon whom legislative bounty has been 
expended for years by a paternalistic Liber 
al government. The most sinister news for 
Great Britain which the daily cable dis 
patches bring lies in the incredibly selfish 
demands and restrictions of union labor, 
which sees nothing in the nation's bitter 
tribulation but a elad opportunity for ex- 
acting the uttermost farthing from a writh- 
ing victim. 


The whole conspiracy is so colossal and 
far-reaching that it boggles the imagination. 
Such old-fashioned ideals of loyalty, patri- 
otic devotion, heroic sacrifices and splendid 
endurance as make for the glory of a coun- 
try’s history are frankly scorned by or- 
ganized labor, dismissed as mere sentimen- 
tality, as unworthy to be considered in the 
balance against an eight-hour day, double 
pay, war bonuses, and the enforcement of 
union restrictions against unskilled and fe- 
male labor. 

It is unthinkable that these people have 
not yet realized the extent of the menace 
which confronts their proud empire, or the 
glorious heroism her best manhood is put- 
tine forth in the face of an appalling un- 
preparedness, and the ignominy and bitter- 
ness that must come from defeat. Yet Eng- 
land’s enemies have no stauncher allies than 
Fr eland’s labor unions today. No open and 
expressed hatred of a foreign foe with a 
frank and avowed creed of frightfulness can 
engender a tithe of the horror and despair 
that the organized conspiracy and treachery 
of 2.009.000 denatured union patriots can 
wreak upon a nation.

To read over these scorching 
speeches which Chancellor Lloyd George 
made in those former days, in which the 
selfish greed of the upper classes was held 
up to scorn and ridicule and the virtues of 
the glorious British workingman were ex- 
tolled to heaven, and then to read one of 
those heartrending. ignominfous, futile ap- 
peals which he is hurling at those same 
noble union workinemen today, is to raise 
the smile of cynicism to the face of the most 
benign. Less than a decade ago he was 
assuring Britain that these workingmen 
were the backbone of the country, fine, hon- 
est. loyal fellow men for whom nothing was 
too good. 

The backbone! Britannia is exposing the 
most invertebrate and crooked backbone 
that human form ever attained. And those 
detestable upper classes whom Lloyd George 
was wont to depict as preying upon the

WORLD OUTLOOK FOR 
AMERICAN BUSINESS.

It is possible that the present demand for 
the extension of our foreign trade may turn 
the minds of more of our politicians in the 
game direction. At the beginning the present 


administration struck a blow at our foreign | 


trade through the Department of State, and 
even yet our business men have not fully re- 


I gained confidence in the wisdom of that dé 


rising demand for the development of our 
foreign trade; and the administration had 
even gone so far as to intimate that per- 
haps enough had been done in the way of 
prosecuting big business, and that now a 
conservative attitude leading to the foster- 
ing of business enterprise would be main- 


| tained. Of course, emphasis. was added to 


this declaration by the sudden severanee of 
foreign relations, both commercial and finan- 
cial, at the outbreak of the war; and the 
marvelous growth of our export trade dur- 
ing the last few months, with the apparently 
resultant prosperity, has evidently strength- 
ened this position. 
A $50,000,000 corporation is none too strong 
to undertake the work of promoting Ameri- 
can interests abroad by the financing of 
new companies, the purchase of valuable 
franchises, the securing of concessions for 
the employment of American capital, and 
other similar undertakings. It is understood 
from the officers of the company that the de- 
tails of their plans are by no means ma- 
tured, that the company is simply putting 
itself in a position of an opportunism that, 
while benevolent, will still be profitable. 
They may find it profitable to extend the 
trade of the United States into South 
America. They may find it desirable to 
furnish capital for the development of min- 
ing and manufacturing and agricultural en- 
terprises elsewhere. But any such extension 
of American business will have also a na- 
tional significance not only in strengthening 
the reputation abroad of the United States, 
but also of making its voice felt for good in 
the councils of the nations. | 
There has been much talk lately—and 
sound talk, too—of our military weakness 
and lack of preparedness for eventualities. 
But preparedness fs not only a matter of 


runs, explosives and soldters; it is a matter’ 


likewise of finance and influence among busl- 
ness men and statesmen in foreien countries. 
It is a matter of an international insight and 
a character that is respected in international 
affairs. And that character is likely to be 
built upon business knowledge, business 
sense, business success, and an upright bust 
ness conduct, as well as upon diplomatic 
notes and formal international conferences.

BIG JIM’S ORE 
STRIKE LARGE. 
EXTENSIVE HIGH-GRADE FIND 


AVERAGING OVER THIRTY 
DOLLARS A TON. 


The Big Jim Gold Mining Com- 
pany added another real mine to the 
Oatman district yesterday when a 
large body of high-grade ore averag- 
ing better than $30 a ton was en- 
countered on the 400-foot level. The 


crosscut tapped the ore at 145 feet 
from the shaft, and at last reports 
twenty-one feet had been uncovered 
with the opposite wall not in sight. 

The Big Jim is on what is sup- 
posed to be the main Tom Reed vein. 
The Tom Reed, through its main and 
its Black Eagie workings, is taking 
out ore at eitner end of the Big Jim 
property. Farzner to the north, on 
the same vein system, apparently, the 
United Eastern has blocked out more 
than $7,500,000 worth of ore between 
the 800 and the 565-foot levels. As 
all conditions in the Big Jim appear 
to be identical with those in the 
United Eastern and the Tom Reed 
at corresponding depths, it is possible 
that the Big Jim ore shoot may be 
as important ag those developed in its 
big neighbors.

SYNDICATE SUES. 
WANTS AN ACCOUNTING. 

Members of a wealthy syndicate 
formed in March, 1912, to take over 
forty acres in the Wilshire district 
for the purpose of subdividing and 
selling the lots through a trustee, are 
battling in Judge McCormick's court 
for the removal of the trustee, an ac- 
counting and the recovery of $26,291. 
The suit was brought by Ida M. Burns, 
Frank J. Thomas and twenty-one 
property owners against Edward D. 
Silent & Co., trustee and selling agent 
of the syndicate. 

Thefsyndicate purchased the acre- 
age for approximately $325,000. The 
tract was subject to a mortgage of 
$250,000. Cash paid down was $75,- 

000. The original owner was Fran- 
cisca A. Jesurun, and it was decided 
to mame the tract Francisca Park. 
The declaration of trust was made 
April 10, 1912. 

It is alleged in the complaint that 
Sllent & Co. violated the contract and 
trust in selling lots for less than the 
list price and charging commissions 
on sales to which it was not entitled. 
It is further alleged that the trust was 
managed for the benefit of the de- 


fendants, without regard or considera- rend 


tion for the interests of the members 
of the syndicate. 

Silent & Co. set up that they lived 
up to the terms of the contract and 
that wherever reductions were made 
from the list price, they were for the 
benefit ef the syndicate in order to 


make sales and to induce people to 
settle in the tract. 

Mr. Sent offered to resign as 
trustee, so that all allegations of mis- 
a are not involved in the case. 


CLAIMS LAND. 

RAILROAD SAYS IT IS OWNER. 

A portion of the 1800 acres bought 
by the Salt Lake Rallroad from the 
Dominguez heirs in 1890 at the rate 
of $138 an acre, now forming the 
harbor mde of Terminal Island, is 
claimed by the city of Los Angeles as 
tidelands, and the legal battle for pos- 
session is being fought out before 
Judge Works. The city sets up that 
as tidelands, it owns the land, amount- 
ing to 350 acres, under grant from 
the. State. 
The Salt Lake claims the land by 


right of purchase. It was originally 


obtained by the Dominguez estate un- 
der a Mexican grant. The original 
1800 acres included Rattlesnake Is- 
land, now Termina! Island, and the 
flats. The Salt Lake claims to have 
paid $250,000 for the acreage and is 
using a portion of it. The value of 
the 350 acres the city seeks is prob- 
lematical. 8. H. Halstead and Oscar 
Lawler, representing the Salt Lake, 
would place no value gn it, but a con- 
servative estimate is $350,000. J. A. 
Anderson is conducting the case for 
the city. 

Many legal questions are involved 
in the suit besides that of high and 
low tide.
